All  of 
our  1793  half  cents  found  new  homes,  the  not 
overly  expensive  ($197.50)  Uncirculated  1807,  a 
coin  of  interest  to  us  as  this  particular  date  is 
rarely  found  in  mint  grade,  is  no  longer  with  us, 
and  dozens  of  other  half  cents  went  out  to 
various  destinations  by  mail.  The  1792  half 
disme,  another  one  of  our  personal  favorites  due 
to  the  romantic  story  connected  with  it 
(President  Washington  was  personally  interested 
and  involved  in  its  issuance)  now  “lives”  in 
North  Carolina.  The  gem  1848  CAL.  quarter 
eagle,  another  very  historical  and  romantic  issue, 
is  now  part  of  a  fine  Delaware  collection.  The 
1873  $3  gold  piece,  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in 
that  series,  went  to  a  New  York  collector,  and 
the  gem  1885  Proof  double  eagle  also  went  to 
New  York,  but  to  a  different  buyer.  Our 
beautiful  Panama  Pacific  gold  set,  a  beautiful  set 
featuring  the  octagonal  and  round  $50.00 
“slugs,”  is  now  the  property  of  a  Michigan 
gentleman.  And  so  on  .  .  .  While  great  rarities  are

official  part  of  the  copyrighted  name  of  the 
volume,  as  of  a  few  issues  back  —  so  we  should 
capitalize  the  name)  is  the  handiest  guide  on  the 
market  and  packs  more  information  between  its 
covers  than  any  thing  else  you  can  buy  for 
$2.50  today.  Five  or  ten  years  ago  we  suggested 
to  Ken  Bressett,  coordinating  editor  of  the  little 
red  volume,  that  he  officially  change  the  name 
to  “Red  Book.”  His  reply  was  something  like 
“We  can’t  do  that,  because  they  aren’t  all  red” 
(they  really  all  were,  however)  —  and  then  he 
spoofingly  bound  up  a  “Guidebook,”  imprinted 
cover  and  all,  in  a  special  gray  color  and  sent  it 
to  us!  It  is  today  still  one  of  the  favorite  items 
on  our  bookshelf. 


Included  in  the  new  “Guidebook”  is  a  rather 
detailed  and  quite  interesting  delineation  of 
commemorative  half  dollar  prices  over  the  past 
twenty  five  years.  On  page  240  a  graph  with  a 
rising  trend  line  shows  that  $5.35  invested  in  an 
“average  commemorative  half  dollar”  in  1947 
would  be  worth  over  ten  times  that  sum  today! 

The  investment  aspect  of  coins  is  one  of  great 
interest  to  many  coin  buyers  today.  And,  indeed, 
just  about  anyone  who  has  diligently  assembled  a 
collection  of  coins  over  the  years  has  done  quite 
well  when  the  collection  is  totaled  up  today.  Coin 
investing  continues  to  make  the  news  (Sample: 
the  May  8,  1971,  issue  of  Business  Week  ran  a 
“Personal  Business”  feature  on  the  subject  and 
noted  that  “Coin  collecting  is  a  potentially 
rewarding  investment”  and  gave  some  generally 
good  advice  on  the  subject).  We’ve  said  this 
many  times  before,  but  the  best  way  to  become 
a  wise  coin  buyer  is  to  learn  about  coins  before 
buying  them  —  and  the  best  way  to  invest  in 
coins  is  to  intelligently  build  a  collection.  If  you 
must  engage  in  day-to-day  speculation,  try  penny 
mining  stocks  or  something  besides  coins! 
foncerning  collecting  coins,  the  statement  that 
^ve  repeated  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Rare  Coin 
Review  is  rather  significant,  in  our  opinion:  “In 
the  course  of  buying  hundreds  of  collections  in 
the  years  we’ve  been  in  the  coin  business  we 
have  never  —  repeat,  never  —  had  a  seller  who 


hasn’t  made  a  nice  profit  if  he  has  held  his 
coins  for  five  or  more  years.”  We  also  noted 
that  a  good  percentage  of  those  collections  were 
purchased  from  collectors  who  bought  the  coins 
from  us  originally  -  which,  in  our  opinion,  also 
has  something  to  say  about  our  quality  and 
value.

“Yes,  would  you  like  to  order 
it?”  your  editor  (Nancy  Ruddy,  who  usually 
takes  care  of  telephone  orders,  was  away  at  the 
moment  and  Dave  Bowers  was  on  duty) 
hopefully  asked.  “Well,  no  —  I  just  wanted  to 
ask  about  it,”  the  Texan  continued.  “I  want  an

leading  advertiser)  has  one  for  $22  in  the  same 
condition.”  Knowing  that  we  were  on  safe

We  present  an  interesting  selection  of  United  States  colonial 
state,  and  related  issues.  Each  coin  offered  is  considered  genuine 

(as  are  all  of  the  other  offerings  in  this  issue  of  the  Rare  Coin 
•review). 


If  you  are  looking  for  a  challenging  field  of  collecting  interest 
we  suggest  that  you  consider  colonials.  While  there  are  great 
rarities  (as  in  any  field),  there  are  a  surprising  number  of 

inexpensive  coins.  A  nice  type  set  of  the  copper  issues  of 
Vermont,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  Connecticut,  Washington 

pieces,  and  other  coins  of  the  era  can  be  assembled  with  many 

of  the  pieces  costing  from  $10  to  $50  or  so  each  -  far  less,  as 

a  rule,  than  regular  issue  coins  of  the  1790’s. 

For  the  inquiring  mind  colonials  are  particularly  fascinating. 
The  hand  made  dies,  the  oft-primitive  striking  conditions,  and  the 


variety  of  designs  available  make  colonials  a  rich  area  for  study 
and  historical  appreciation. 

Colonials  may  be  collected  several  different  ways.  Due  to  the 
scope  of  the  series  it  is  impractical,  if  not  completely  impossible, 
form  even  a  nearly  complete  set  of  die  varieties  encompassing 
of  the  series.  It  is  quite  possible,  however,  to  form  an 
outstanding  representative  type  set  of  colonials  —  and,  as  noted 
in  an  earlier  paragraph,  the  cost  is  moderate. 

Or,  you  can  go  the  route  of  the  specialist.  By  means  of  die 
variety  guides  such  as  the  Richardson  /Ryder  monograph  on 
Vermont  cents  (available  from  us  for  $1),  the  Miller  booklet  on 
Connecticut  cents  ($3.95  postpaid),  or  similar  guides,  many 
different  specialized  die  varieties  —  some  representing  major  types 
and  others  differing  from  each  other  only  slightly  —  can  be 

assembled.  No  one  has  ever  assembled  a  complete  set  of  such 
varieties,  and  no  one  ever  will  The  thrill  is  in  the  chase  —  to 
see  how  close  you  can  come.  To  use  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon’s 

analogy,  it  is  like  a  game  of  golf.  No  one  seriously  aspires  to 
make  the  rounds  with  a  perfect  score  of  18,  but  a  real 
satisfaction  can  be  had  by  starting  with  a  score  of  100, 

improving  it  to  90,  and  then  to  80.  Thus  it  is  with  colonials.  If 
one  could,  with  a  deft  stroke  of  a  pen,  write  out  a  check  for  a 
set  of  colonials  in  Proof  condition  then  the  only  challenge  would 
be  having  a  sufficient  checking  account  balance.  However, 
fortunately,  such  is  not  the  case.  “Good”  is  the  finest  known 
condition  for  certain  colonial  die  varieties,  and  some  “ finest 

knowns”  aren’t  even  that  nice  (e.g.,  the  Gloucester  Token 

pictured  on  page  41  of  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins,”  25th 

edition,  and  described  therein  that  “ Known  specimens  are 
imperfect  and  a  full  description  [of  the  design]  cannot  be 

given  ). 

For  reference  books  the  basic  one  is  “ A  Guidebook  of  U.S. 
Coins ”  ($2.50  ppd.).  If  you  want  to  delve  further  into  the 

subject  then  the  new  “ Scott’s  Comprehensive  Encyclopedia  of 
U.S.  Coins”  ($15  ppd.)  is  a  must.  Finally,  if  the  fascination  of 
colonial  coins  becomes  hard  to  resist,  you’ll  most  certainly  want 
to  subscribe  to  “ The  Colonial  Newsletter,”  an  exchange  forum  of

(A  sample  copy  will  be 
ent  by  Mr.  Spilman  on  request.)

Introduction 

In  1919  Henr%  C.  Miller’s  monograph.  The  State  Coinage  of 
Connecticut,  was  published  by  the  American  Numismatic  Society. 
Miller  s  capsule  history  of  the  Connecticut  pieces  is  given  below: 

"By  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  in  October, 
1 1 85,  authority  was  granted  to  Samuel  Bishop,  Joseph  Hopkins, 
James  Hillhouse,  and  John  Goodrich  to  establish  a  mint  for  the 
manufacture  of  copper  coins.  The  dies  were  made  by  Abel  Buel 
of  New  Haven,  but  unauthorized  issues  of  light  weight  and 
inferior  workmanship  circulated  freely  together  with  the  legalized 
coins.  This  historic  detail  in  regard  to  the  Connecticut  coinage 
are  given  at  length  in  Crosby’s  Early  Coins  of  America, 

One  general  design  was  employed  for  the  entire  four  years: 

Obverse  —  Laureated  head  with  bust  either  mailed  or  draped. 
Legend  -  AUCTORI  CONNEC. 

Reverse  —  The  goddess  of  Liberty,  seated,  facing  left,  an  olive 
branch  in  her  right  hand,  staff  surmounted  by  liberty  cap  in  her 
left  Legend  —  INDE  ET  LIB.  Date  in  exergue.  Borders  milled  or 
serrated.  Edges  plain. 

The  coins  of  Connecticut  vary  greatly  in  weight  Specimens  are 
found  weighing  not  more  than  108  grains,  while  others  range 
from  168  to  184  grains.  In  some  cases  the  lighter  coins  are 
probably  counterfeits  of  the  time,  but  many  of  light  weight, 
undoubtedly  authentic,  are  from  the  same  dies  as  the  heavier 
ones.  In  fact  the  weight  and  character  of  the  planchet  seems  to 
have  been  regarded  of  little  importance. 

Overstrikes  are  frequent,  resulting  sometimes  in  a  curious 
mixing  of  legends.  For  this  purpose  the  Nova  Constellatio  and 
New  Jersey  issues  appear  to  have  been  especially  favored. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  coppers  in  the  colonial  period  from 
1783  to  the  establishment  of  the  United  States  mint,  the  country 
was  flooded  with  a  quantity  of  counterfeit  and  light  weight 
British  halfpence.  Some  of  these  were  sent  from  abroad,  but  the 
close  resemblance  of  others  to  the  Connecticut  coins  is  fairly 
conclusive  evidence  that  many  of  these  halfpence  were  struck  in 
that  state.  (Editor’s  note:  Since  the  publication  of  the  Miller 
reference  in  1919  the  researches  of  Eric  P.  Newman,  Kenneth 
Bressett,  Edward  P.  Barnsley,  and  others  have  established  that 
many  of  the  contemporary  counterfeit  Connecticut  pieces,  many 
of  the  above-mentioned  lightweight  British  halfpence,  and  other 
issues,  including  many  pieces  included  among  the  regular  coinage 
of  Vermont,  were  struck  by  Capt.  Thomas  Machin  and  associates 
at  their  private  mint  in  Newburgh,  N.Y.  Coinage  of  many  of  the 
Connecticut  and  Vermont  pieces  was  semi-official  in  that  certain 
principal  contractors  for  these  respective  state  coinages  had  a 
financial  interest  in  the  Machin  mint  —  usually  called  “Machin’s 
Mill.”  More  information  on  the  subject  can  be  found  in  Crosby’s 
Early  Coins  of  America,  in  Vlack’s  Early  American  Coins,  and  on 
page  24  of  the  25th  edition  of  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  decide  on  the  legality  of  any  of 
the  coins  with  the  legend  AUCTORI  CONNEC.  They  were  all 
made  at  the  same  epoch,  some  by  fairly  competent  hands,  others 
evidently  by  novices  at  die  sinking. 

On  account  of  the  marked  differences  in  punctuation  and  in 
the  ornamental  devices  on  many  of  the  dies,  together  with  the 
curious  blunders  in  the  spelling  of  the  legends,  this  series  affords 
a  fertile  and  most  interesting  field  for  the  collector  of  varieties. 

The  question  of  rarity  is  one  that  admits  of  some  difference 
of  opinion.  The  degrees  given  by  Crosby  in  many  cases  require 
modification.  From  the  personal  examination  of  many  thousands 
of  coins  and  the  conclusions  of  active  collectors  it  may  be 
assumed  that  the  estimates  given  here  are  approximately  correct 
Varieties  marked  C,  R-l,  and  R-2  may  generally  be  procured  in 
good  condition;  those  of  R-3,  R-4,  and  R-5  are  much  harder  to 
find,  while  specimens  of  R-6,  even  when  poor,  are  seldom 
available.  In  fact  a  number  of  the  varieties  of  R-6  are  described 
from  a  single  piece,  the  only  one  known.  So  many  of  the 
Connecticuts  were  weakly  and  imperfectly  struck  that  really  fine, 
well-centered  pieces  of  all  but  a  very  few  of  the  types  are 
decidedly  rare.”

We  present  for  sale  the  most  extensive  grouping  of  Connecticut 
cents  ever  to  appear  in  these  pages  —  a  group  which  even 
eclipses  in  scope  the  large  selection  offered  in  7th  issue 
(September,  1970). 

We  list  these  according  to  the  variety  system  developed  by 
Henry  C.  Miller  and  used  in  the  aforementioned  State  Coinage  of 


Connecticut  monograph.  This  booklet  was  reprinted  several  ye;^^ 
ago.  We  offer  a  copy  of  the  Miller  reprint  for  $3.95  postpaid 
or  free  (on  request)  with  any  order  of  $50  or  more  worth  of 
Connecticut  cents  from  this  listing. 

Pieces  are  listed  according  to  the  Crosby  rarity  system  (also 
used  by  Miller).  This  has  seven  degrees:  Common,  and  R-l 
through  R-6.  Rarity  6  is  the  highest  degree. 

We  have  tried  to  be  very  careful  with  our  grading  of  these 
pieces.  The  coins,  as  Miller  noted,  were  often  weakly  or 

imperfectly  struck.  Because  of  this,  grading  of  Connecticut 

coppers  is  more  subject  to  personal  opinion  (rather  than  rigid 
rules).  Our  grading  of  Connecticut  cents,  as  used  in  our  past 
offerings,  has  been  well  received  by  specialists  in  the  series. 

However,  because  of  the  variations  in  striking  and  also  because  of 

our  general  policy  of  satisfaction,  our  offering  of  these  pieces  is 
made  “on  approval”  in  the  sense  that  each  and  every  coin  is 
subject  to  your  satisfaction  once  you  receive  it.  We  think  you’ll 
be  quite  pleased,  but  if  not,  your  money  will  be  instantly 
refunded  in  full  —  and  no  explanation  is  necessary.  To  our  way 
of  thinking  the  interesting  hand-cut  dies  (with  many  fascinating 
varieties)  and  crude  striking  make  Connecticut  pieces  a  wonderful 
series,  but  you  may  differ  —  especially  if  you’re  used  to  the 
machine-made  late  19th  and  20th  century  issues  of  the  U.S. 
Mint. 

We  strongly  recommend  obtaining  a  copy  of  the  Miller  reprint 
as  offered  for  $3.95  (or  free  with  a  Connecticut  order  of  $50  or 
more),  but  so  as  not  to  keep  you  completely  in  the  dark  until 
you  receive  the  book  (a  notation  such  as  “37.13-HH”  might  seem 
quite  mystifying  at  this  point!),  we  also  describe  each  variety  by 
type  or  die  as  listed  in  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins,  25th  edition 
(1972),  pages  27  to  30.  Thus  you  can  check  a  variety  such  as 
“1787  AUCTOPI”  or  “1786  Hercules  Head”  in  this  manner. 

The  Miller  numbers  are  adequately  explained  in  the  Miller  book 
(which  we  hope  you’ll  order).  But,  in  the  meantime,  here’s  a 
thumbnail  explanation  of  how  they  work: 

Miller  assigned  his  numbers  to  obverses  and  letters  to  reversely 
Each  different  major  obverse  variety  —  each  obverse  variety  with 
a  different  punctuation  or  arrangement  of  the  legends  —  received 
a  different  number.  Thus  in  1785  we  find  that  type  1  was  the 
head  facing  right  and  the  legend  punctuated  as  AUCTORI. 
CONNEC.  (with  a  period  or  dot  after  each  word).  Types  2 
through  6  have  the  head  facing  right  and  punctuation  as 
AUCTORI:  CONNEC:  (with  a  colon  after  each  word).  Types  2, 

3,  4,  5,  and  6  differ  from  each  other  in  the  way  that  the  colons 
are  positioned  in  relation  to  the  head.  Type  7  has  the  head 
facing  left  and  the  legends  reading  AUCTORI  CONNEC  (no 
punctuation  at  all).  Type  8  has  the  head  left  and  punctuation  as 
AUCTORI:  CONNEC: 


The  reverses  of  1785  are  assigned  letters.  Thus  reverse  A  has 
the  legend  punctuated  as  INDE:  ETLIB:.  Reverses  B  through  M 
have  differing  punctuation. 

It  is  often  the  case  that  a  number  or  letter  variety  will  have 
subvarieties.  These  subvarieties  have  the  same  legends  and 
punctuation  as  the  main  variety,  but  differ  in  other  features  such 
as  the  number  of  leaves  in  the  head  wreath,  the  size  and  shape 
of  the  letters,  and  so  on.  For  instance,  obverse  3  of  1785  occurs 
in  five  different  subvarieties  as  listed  by  Miller.  These  are  listed 
as:  3.1,  3.2,  3.3,  3.4,  and  3.5.  By  this  we  mean  that  “3.5” 

means  obverse  type  3,  subvariety  5. 

If  you’ve  followed  our  reasoning  so  far  and  are  still  with  us 
then  you  probably  can  infer  that  such  as  notation  as  “1785 
3.2-L  (R-3),”  a  notation  that  may  have  seemed  meaningless  a  few 
minutes  ago,  can  be  deciphered  to  mean:  A  1785  cent  of  the 
head  facing  right  variety  (remember  that  obverse  varieties  1 
through  6  of  this  year  have  the  head  facing  right),  of  obverse 

variety  3  and  subvariety  2  (written  as  “3.2”)  combined  with 
reverse  variety  L.  The  coin  is  of  Rarity  3  on  the  Crosby  /  Miller 
scale.  ^ 

Collecting  Suggestions  4 

Connecticut  cents  can  be  collected  in  a  number  of  differed 
ways.  We  can  suggest  the  following:  (1)  A  very  simple  or  basic 
collection  might  consist  of  one  coin  of  each  of  the  four  years  of 
issue,  1785,  1786,  1787,  and  1788.  (2)  A  more  expanded 

collection  might  consist  of  those  varieties  listed  on  pages  27 
through  30  of  A  Guidebook  of  U.S.  Coins.  (3)  Or,  you  may 

want  to  begin  a  specialized  collection  by  Miller  numbers  —  to  see 
how  close  you  can  come  to  completion.

In  our  “Coins  and  Collectors”  book 
(available  from  us  for  $5.95  ppd.)  we  told  of  the 
1955  Double  Die  cent  —  and  the  experiences  Jim 
Ruddy  and  1  had  with  them  (when  we  owned  the 
Empire  Coin  Company  of  New  York  —  in  the  days 
before  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries,  Inc.).

From  “Coins  and  Collectors,”  page  12: 

“One  day  in  1955  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  a 
coinage  die  was  being  prepared  for  a  cent.  In  the 
course  of  impressing  the  working  die  with  the  hub 
several  times,  a  slight  misalignment  occurred.  The 
result  was  a  1955  cent  die  with  the  letters  and 
numbers  of  the  front  of  the  coin  being  all  doubled. 
Instead  of  reading  ‘IN  GOD  WE  TRUST,’  the  famous 
1955  Double  Die  (as  they  came  to  be  known)  reads 
‘IINN  GGOODD  WWEE  TTRRUUSSTT.” 

“On  that  particular  day  several  presses  were 
coining  cents,  dumping  the  coins  into  a  box  where 
[they  were  then  collected  and  mixed  with  the  cents 
from  other  coining  presses.  Late  in  the  afternoon  a 
mint  inspector  noticed  the  bizarre  doubled  cents  and 
removed  the  offending  die.  By  that  time  somewhat 
over  40,000  cents  had  been  produced,  about  24,000 
of  which  had  been  mixed  with  normal  cents  from 
other  presses. 

“The  decision  was  made  to  destroy  all  the  cents 
still  in  the  box  and  to  release  into  circulation  the 
24,000  or  so  pieces  which  were  mixed  with  other 
cents.  This  momentous  decision  was  to  have  an 
untold  effect  on  numismatics.  The  coins  which  were 
nonchalantly  released  into  circulation  subsequently 
attained  a  value  of  several  hundred  dollars  each. 

“These  1955  Double  Die  cents  were  first  noticed 
by  collectors  later  in  the  same  year  when  they  began 
showing  up  in  upstate  New  York  and  in 

Massachussets,  particularly  in  the  Boston  area.  A 
friend  who  operated  a  coin  store  recalls  being 
offered  these  freaks  for  a  quarter  apiece.  Fearful  of 
accumulating  too  large  a  quantity,  he  stopped  buying 
them  when  he  had  a  dozen  or  so  on  nand!  While 
this  may  seem  remarkable  in  today’s  market  of  high 
values,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  in  1955  oddities 
were  not  widely  collected  and  freaks  were  often  sold 
for  less  than  a  normal  coin. 

“News  articles  in  the  various  coin  collecting 

publications  began  to  whet  collectors  interest.  The 

price  climbed  to  $1  per  coin  and  then  to  $2,  and  it 
seemed  that  everyone  wanted  one.  In  1958  an 
Empire  Coin  Company  [owned  by  James  F.  Ruddy 
and  Q.  David  Bowers]  advertisement  offering 
Uncirculated  1955  Double  Die  cents  for  $7.50  each 
brought  in  dozens  of  orders  —  far  more  orders  than 
we  had  coins  on  hand.  The  demand  was  on!  During 
ensuing  years  the  price  climbed  to  $20.00,  $40.00, 
$95.00,  $100.00  and  on  past  $200.00.  The  visitor  to 
a  Boston  coin  shop  would  see  an  enlarged 

photograph  of  a  1955  Double  Die  cent  in  the 

window  with  the  current  buying  price  posted  nearby. 
Hundreds  of  people  in  the  New  York  -  Massachusetts 
area  looked  through  their  pocket  change  and 

suddenly  found  themselves  many  dollars  richer.  One 
man  in  Greene,  New  York  found  seventeen 
specimens!  A  nun  in  a  convent  near  Boston  found 
one  coin,  sold  it  for  $20,  and  then  found  another. 
In  this  way  several  thousand  1955  Double  Die  cents

converted)  of  measurements,  the  metric  controversy  will 
probably  be  a  major  topic  of  discussion  in  coming  years. 
The  American  decimal  coinage  system  (based  on  100  units) 
fits  into  the  metric  scheme  of  tilings,  but  there  are  some 
inconsistencies.  For  instance,  a  dollar  is  divided  into  current 
coins  with  lc,  5c,  10c,  25c,  and  50c  values,  while  a  $100 
note  can  be  cashed  with  currency  having  values  of  $1,  $5, 
$10,  $20,  and  $50.  The  25c  coin  is  not  compatible  with  the

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COIN  QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS 

We  invite  our  readers  to  submit  questions  pertaining  to  any  aspect  of 
numismatics  within  the  purview  of  this  catalogue.  The  questions  of  the 
most  general  interest  will  appear  in  this  column. 

^^^UESTION:  What  is  a  “Racketeer  Nickel?”  I  recently  saw  one 
of  these  advertised,  but  I  am  at  a  loss  to  find  the  coin  in  any 
catalogue. 

ANSWER:  When  Liberty  nickels  were  first  released  early  in 
1883  the  design  omitted  the  word  “CENTS.”  The  only  indication 
of  value  was  the  Roman  numeral  “V”  on  the  reverse. 
Unscrupulous  persons  gold  plated  the  1883  CENTSless  nickels  and 
gave  them  the  appearance  of  $5  gold  pieces.  As  the  diameter  of 
a  nickel  and  a  $5  gold  piece  are  the  same,  the  deception  was 
not  difficult.  Typically,  a  ploy  was  to  offer  one  of  these 
“Racketeer  nickels”  in  payment  for  an  item  worth  two  or  three 
cents.  If  the  shopkeeper  said  something  like  “Hey,  this  is  a 
nickel  —  not  a  five  dollar  gold  piece,”  the  purchaser  would  say 
“I  never  said  it  was  a  five  dollar  gold  piece  —  it  is  a  nickel  and 
I  want  to  buy  this  2c  cigar.”  Thus  legal  prosecution  was  difficult 
in  such  cases.  Of  course,  if  the  shopkeeper  thought  it  was  an 
1883  S5  gold  piece  and  gave  the  customer  $4.98  in  change,  the 
customer  said  nothing,  pocketed  his  windfall,  and  went  on  his 
merry  way! 

Most  “Racketeer  nickels”  offered  today  are  not  relics  of 
deceptions  in  1883.  They  are  1883  nickels  without  CENTS, 
usually  in  worn  condition,  that  have  been  plated  to  sell  to 
collectors  who  know  about  this  “story”  and  want  a  conversation 
piece. 

Incidentally,  the  practice  referred  to  above  is  what  prompted 
the  Mint  to  add  the  word  CENTS  to  1883  nickels  later  in  the 
year. 


QUESTION:  I  noted  that  the  “Guidebook”  says  [page  154] 

“The  high  relief  of  the  1921  silver  dollar  design  was  found 
impractical  for  coinage  and  was  slightly  modified  in  1922.”  What 
was  impractical  about  it? 

ANSWER:  One  blow  of  the  coinage  press  was  not  sufficient  to 
cause  the  silver  in  the  1921  Peace  dollar  planchet  to  fill  the 
deeper  recesses  of  the  die  —  the  parts  that  appear  in  highest 
relief  on  the  coin.  So,  the  top  parts  of  Miss  Liberty’s  hair  were 
flatly  struck  (as  per  the  coin  illustrated  in  the  “Guidebook”)  and 
showed  no  detail.  Two  or  three  blows  of  the  press  would  have 
solved  the  problem  —  but  such  time  spent  would  have  been 
impractical  for  the  coinage  of  millions  of  silver  dollars  for 
circulation.  So,  the  design  was  modified  to  a  shallow  relief  form 
which  presented  no  difficulties  in  striking. 

Incidentally,  the  same  thing  happened  a  few  years  earlier  with 

the  celebrated  MCMVII  Roman  numerals  $20  gold  pieces.  The 

coins  made  for  circulation  had  to  be  struck  several  times  (and 
the  Mint  did  take  the  time  to  do  this  —  which  was  to  their 
credit  from  an  artistic  viewpoint)  to  bring  up  all  of  the  detail. 
After  some  11,250  of  the  MCMVII  pieces  were  struck  the  Mint 
decided  that  this  was  an  inefficient  way  to  produce  double  eagles 
—  so  the  design  was  modified  to  the  shallow  relief  used  later 
than  year  and  in  succeeding  years. 


^QUESTION:  How  is  “disme”  as  in  “1792  half  disme” 
Announced?  Why  wasn’t  it  simply  spelled  “dime?” 

ANSWER:  Originally,  the  word  “disme”  was  from  the  French 
and  was  intended  to  be  pronounced  as  “deem”  —  with  the  “s” 
silent  However,  the  word  was  pronounced  “dime”  —  as  we 
pronounce  it  today  —  and  the  superfluous  letter  was  dropped. 

The  word  “disme”  is  usually  pronounced  today,  however 
incorrect  it  may  be  by  French  rules,  as  “dis-me”  (rhymes  with 
“Disney”). 


Enlarged  illustration  of  1792  disme.  5c  and  10c  pieces  were 
made  in  1 7 92  with  the  disme  spelling.  The  word  was  later 
revised  to  “ dime ”  —  as  we  use  it  today. 


How  to  pronounce  certain  words  can  be  baffling  to  the 
collector  who  doesn’t  regularly  come  in  contact  with  fellow 
collectors.  Here  and  there  in  literature  a  pronounciation  aid  is 
found.  In  “Penny  Whimsy,”  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  helpfully 
notes,  for  instance,  that  “AMERI”  (from  the  famed  1793  cent 
variety)  is  pronounced  as  “Amer-eye.” 

FOLLOW  UP:  From  Paul  Penna  of  Larkspur,  California,  comes 
a  follow  up  commentary  to  some  questions  about  an  1833 
quarter  discussed  on  page  24  of  issue  No.  11  of  the  “Rare  Coin 
Review.”  Thanks,  Paul,  for  your  interest  in  the  1833  quarter  and 
for  your  nice  words: 

“I  have  just  received  your  “Rare  Coin  Review”  No.ll  and 
note  on  page  24  your  illustration  and  comments  on  the  1833 

‘pitted  die’  quarter  dollar.  I  own  one  of  these  interesting  pieces 
and  have  enclosed  color  slide  views  of  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

“Though  this  coin  had  at  one  time  unfortunately  been 
polished,  you  will  note  the  same  pit  marks  as  on  the  coin  in 
your  catalogue.  However,  you  will  also  note  that  further 
misfortunes  befell  this  die:  there  are  heavy  incusations  below 

Liberty’s  ear  from  a  clash  between  this  and  the  reverse  die.  This 

progression  of  die  state  is  documented  in  the  catalogue  prepared 
by  Mr.  A.  Kosoff  for  the  Alex  Shuford  Collection  sold  in  May, 
1968.  Lot  No.  838  lists  an  1833  quarter  dollar,  ‘shield 

incusations  on  obverse,  appears  to  be  struck  from  a  rusty  die.’ 

“On  my  specimen  there  is  evidence  of  a  die  blunder  on  the 
reverse  [Ed.  note:  but  not  on  ours;  perhaps  ours  was  from  a 
later  state  of  the  die].  The  faint  impression  of  an  erroneous 
letter  “A”  is  seen  close  to  the  “F”  in  OF.  I  hope  this 
information  will  be  of  interest  to  you  and  your  other  readers. 

“Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  tell  you  of  the  great 

enjoyment  I  receive  from  your  catalogues.  Your  enthusiasm  for 
coins  and  love  of  numismatics  comes  through  unmistakably  in 
your  editorial  comments,  descriptions,  and  articles.
